the  Sunday  edition  of  the  N£w  York 
Tribune,  under  the  title  of  “  Primmere 
of  Poverty.”  These  article*  have  at¬ 
tracted  unusual  attent ion  They  **h< *w 
tiie  tni*  ruble  rou  tili. -n  under  which 
these  pair  women  exist,  working  for  a 
mere  pit  lance,  ami  starving  for  lack 
even  of  the  ueoasniine*  of  life.  We 
have  not  space  to  give  even  an  idea  of 
the  details  furnishes  I,  except  to  sa% 
that  from  twelve  to  fourteen  hours  la 
lior  at  the  sewing  machine  does  nut 
yield  suflicieut  income  to  suj>ply  meat, 
or  fuel,  or  medicine,  while  the  Usly  of 
the  most  vigorous  toiler  is  gradually 
.  weakened  until  it  8uccuml«  to  fatal  at 
tacks  of  disease. 

I  The  low  price  }>aid  for  this  kind 

of  labor  is  of  course  due  to  t*»iupeti- 
”  tion,  and  the  ever  increasing  numbers 
of  women  who  in  this  way  attempt  to 
meet  the  wants  of  their  helpless  faun 
.lies.  Various  reasons  account  for  their 
impoverished  condition.  The  accidents 
of  life,  evil  ass<iciatious,  drink,  iguor 
auce,  and  laziness  contribute  to  the 
final ,  result.  One  has  sorted  up  the 
poor  iu  this  w  ay :  the  Lord’s  psjr,  the 
De\il's  jsior,  and  the  ])Oor  devils. 
The  first  are  those  w  ho  are  made  poor 
by  sickness,  the  loss  of  friends,  fin^n 
rial  catastrophes,  and  other  troubles 
from  which  there  is  no  immunity.  The 
Devil’s  ]Hx>r  are  those  who  are  in  then 
evil  state  because  they  prefer  to  beg 
or  steal  lather  than  work.  Slaves  of 
drink  and  other  evil  passioris  are  the 
“poor  devils”  whose  hit  is  hard,  anil 
for  whom  there  seems  no  salvation  ex 
eept  the  rest  of  a  dishonored  grave. 

For  those  respectable,  industrious, 
sometimes  happy  people  .whom  evil 
fortune  has  driven  to  poverty  and  per 
haps  also  shame,  every  honest  heart 
will  ache.  What  remedy  can  lie  de 
vised  for  their  relief  f  Many  answ  ers 
have  been  supplied.  Let  them  lie  sent 
from  the  city  to  the  farms  of  the  West. 
Let  them  seek  higher  fields  of  useful¬ 
ness  and  more  difficult  employment. 
Let  tlieitf  undertake  domestic  service. 
It  is  tiie  last  romwly  which  seems  most 
practical  Good  servants  are  scarce ; 
their  wages  high.  Why  may  not  these^ 
honest  toilers  find  relief  from  labor, 
with  abundant  food,  good  homes,  and 
improving  companionship  in  this  way  * 
Mayor  Hewitt  has  suggested  this  as  a 
coiyrenient  and  practical,  if  not  an  ade 
quate  remedy. 

There  are  some  objections,  frivolous 
it  is  true,  but  very  powerful.  There 
is  the  ignorance  ami  incapability  to 
serve.  Many  women,  even  of  those 
brought  up  in  good  families,  are  so  far 
mia-erincateri  as  to  know  little  or  noth¬ 
ing  of  house-working.  The  details  of 
cooking,  washing,  ironing,  and  dusting 
are  unexplored  mysteries.  Sudden 
misfortunes  find  them  unprepared  to 
do  anything  more  than  plain  Sewing. 
This  they  must  -do  or  starve. 

On  the  other  hand  there  is  the  ina 
bilitv  of  women  to  govern.  Knowing 
nothing  of  housework  and  caring  less, 
the  maidfof-all  work  is  made  the  slave 
of  one  who  has  never  toile  but  de 
mantis  incessant  submission  to  unreas¬ 
oning  comm  an  da 

A  single 'remark  dropped  in  a  wo 
men’s  meeting  a  few  days  ago,  will  il¬ 
lustrate  our  jKisition.  “  It  was  suggest 
ed  that  the  amelioration  of  wqraen  was 
in  the  hands  of  women  if  they  would 
but  treat  them  fairly,  and  it  was  also 
suggested  that  tens  of  thousands  of 
women  would  endure  any  privation 
lather  than  work  for  women,  and  en 
dure  their  caprices.”  The  inability  of 
women  to  govern  is  as  conspicuous  as 
the  incapability  to  serve.  It  is  useless 
to  specify.  One  who  has  tried  to  please 
a  capricious*  self-willed  woman,  will 
pity  the  servant  who  must  endure  her 
abuse,  almost  as  much  an  the  husbaud 
who  meekly  submits  to  her  tiresome 
complaints. 

There  are  however  families,  and 
they  are  the  vast  majority,  where  labor 

|  is  estimated  at  its  full  worth,  where 
helpfulness,  charitableness  ami  wise 
counsel  is  the  rule,  where  it  is  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  serve,  and  where  sufficient  free 
doin  is  allowed  to  secure  change  and 
brightness  to  their  otherwise  cold  and 
hard  lives. 

As  w  as  said  nt  the  meeting  of  Soro- 
sis  meat  it  >ned  above  :  “  Given  the 

right  kind  of  a  home,  and  the  right 
kind  of  a  he^ier  will  rise  to  fill  it” 
.What  is  needed  in  America  is  a  new 
belief  in  the  dignity  of  lalmr.  An  in¬ 
dustrial  education  for  girls  is  quite  as 
necessary  as  for  boys.  Common  house¬ 
hold  duties  should  lie  taught  even  in 
•  wealthy  families  to  preptfi-e  for  the 
possible  vicissitudes  of  life,  or  to  teach 
sympathy  and  help  for  those  who  labor.

j. Imbed  fact.  The  time  lor  detailing 
tiie  expediency  of  its  formation,  the 
probability  of  its  support  by  the  peo¬ 
ple,  whether  more  good  cannot  be  ac¬ 
complished  some  other  way,  and  like 
questions,  has  passed.  In  view  of  the 
immense  amount  of  good  that  similar 
organizations  have  elsewhere  accom¬ 
plished,  even*  good  Christian  an*  1  ev¬ 
ery  patriotic  citizen  will  bid  it  god 
speed,  whether  he  be  *l«.ubter  or  en¬ 
thusiast.  We  know  that  some  of  the 
sincereet  o]qKiuents  of  the  scheme 
will  lie  found  airnoug  its  most  jr&rtieal 
supporters. 

It  should  be  m*»st  thoroughly  un 
,  derstmxl  by  tihe  leaders  of  this  new 
movement,  for  which  bo  much  is 
hoped  and  froin  which  so  much  may 
l»e  realized,  tliAt  the  elements  of  sue 
cess  and  failure  lie  within  and  not 
without  Opjusitioii  and  indifference 
wiH>  but  stimulate  effort,  and  thus 
make  more  certain  final  results,  but 
riders  of  hobbies  and  poBHeasors  of 
isms,  within  the  camp,  will  noun  cause 
the  society  tq  join  the  already  large 
company  of  Bloomfield’s  defunct  or 
ganizations.  ILet  those  men  who  are 
sure  they  are  right  lie  invited  to  take 
a  back  seat  The  pathway  of  the  past 
is  strewn  with,  the  wrecks  of  opinions 
and  theories,  which  emanated  from 
those  who  kneiw  they  were  right,  the 
word  of  man  Anil  the  Word  of  God 
to  the  conjtrary  notwithstanding. 
“The  man  who  knows  he  is  right,*’ 
says  a  philosopher,  “is  almost  sure  to 
be  wrong  and  has  the  additional  mis 
fortune  of  inevitably  remaining  so.” 

Churches  aid  societies  founded  on 
“moral  ideas *’  are  veritable  hiving 
places  for  poor  creatures,  wb<>  insist 
upon  running:  the  pure  watejr  of  the 
Word  of  God  through  their  iw  n  dis 
ordered  systems,  anil  then  with  bowl 
in  one  hand  aind  dagger  in  the  other, 
would  leave  tyut  a  sorry  choice  had 
they  the  power.  Certainly  in  a  new 
society,  free  from  the  accumulated  rub¬ 
bish  of  tradition,  its  total  energy  might 
lie  used  in  fighting  the  world,  the 
desh,  and  the  devil,  and  act  iqnm  the 
principle  that  all  who  are  thus  engag 
ed  are  with  them,  and  those  who  are 
not  thus  engaged  are  agaiust  them, 
even  Ihou'gh  they  inscribe  on  their  ban 
ners,  that  they  are  more  righteous 
than  other  men. 

The  fundamental  elements  of  moral¬ 
ity  are  few  ami  simple,  and  easy  to  be 
understood.  [To  our  mind  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  should  struggle  for  the  securing 
of  these,  and  jleave  straining  at  gnats 
to  those  of  we&k  minds  and  disordered 
bodies.

— The  Lovers  of  Longfellow,  who 
are  to  be  iAiinjbered  by  tens  of  thous¬ 
ands,  must  congratulate  themselves 
on  the  delightful  shape  in  which  Iris 
writings  are  riow  in  course  of  publica¬ 
tion  by  Hougfon,  Miffiiu  &  Co.  The 
Riverside  Edition  should  be,  as  re 
garde  text,  li  final  eiiition.  It  will 
comprise  all  the  prose  and  verse  that 
Mr.  Longfellow  saw  fit  to  include  in 
the  latest  editions  of  his  lifetime,  to¬ 
gether  with  many  experiments  in  both 
forms  of  composition,  which  he  exclud 
ed  from  his  collected  writings.  These 
will  be  printed  in  the  appendices  of 
certain  of  the  eleven  volumes  of  this 
edition.  This  will  be  done  for  the 
convenience  of  students,  and.  because 
the  greater  port  of  the  matter  has  al 
ready  been  reprinted  in  less  accessible 
volumes.;.  Thfl  first  two  volumes  con 
tain  (I.)  *  Outre- Mer  ’ami  ‘ Drift- Wood’ 
and  (LL)  ‘  Hyperion  ’  and  Cavanagh.’ 
To  each  tale  or  series  of  sketches  is 
prefixed  an  introductory  note,  telling 
under  what  circumstances  it  was  writ¬ 
ten  and  to  what  extent  fiction  and  fact 
were  mingled  in  its  composition.  Iu 
all  respects  these  volumes  reflect  cred¬ 
it  on  the  Riverside  Press..  We  might 
w  ish  that  the  paper  were  a  trifle  thick 
er;  but  the  type  is  large  and  clear,  the 
margins  quite'  wide  euough,  apd  the 
binding  sober  yet  elegant.  Iu  their 
cheapest  form  (cloth  covers),  the  vol 
uines  are  $1.5(1  each. 

— Madame  Henry  Greville  has  just 
begun  the  publication*  in  Teuilleton 
form  of  a  new 'novel  entitled  “  La  Alar  - 
iage  de  Frankley.”  The  hero  is  an

;  if  ter  several  years’  residence  abroad, 
returns  to  his  native  land.  He  is  a
